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LEVI  EDGAR  YOUNG 


Levi  Edgar  Young,  senior  president  of  the 
First  Council  of  the  Seventy,  is  a  true  disciple 
of  the  Lord,  a  neighbour  in  every  meaning  of 
the  word,  and  a  servant,  conscientiously  de- 
voted to  the  sacred  office  he  bears. 

In  an  age  in  which  mankind  evinces  a 
tendency  to  fall  into  extremes,  President 
Young  is  a  living  reminder  that  the  destiny 
of  God  and  man,  religious  and  practical 
affairs,  theological  discourses  and  humanistic 
learning,  are  inextricably  bound  together.  To 
enter  his  home,  his  office,  or  merely  to  stand 
in  his  presence  is  to  feel  his  serenity  of  spirit — 
a  serenity  that  is  the  result  of  simple,  direct 
faith  in  God  combined  with  a  deep  and  culti- 
vated outlook,  indicative  of  Matthew  Arnold's 
injunction  that  we  should  see  life  "steadily, 
and  see  it  whole."  He  has  a  passion  for 
human  detail  within  this  perspective.  But 
although  patient  and  kind,  he  entertains  little 
respect  for  trivial  matters  or  things  that  fall 
short  of  human  dignity  when  there  is  such 
little  time  granted  men  in  this  probation  in 
which  to  plumb  the  fundamental  issues. 

As  a  boy,  Levi  Edgar  Young  possessed  the 
characteristics  which  are  so  fully  portrayed 
in  his  manhood:  sincerity,  simplicity,  and  sym- 
pathy with  a  fine  sense  of  humour.  His  love 
of  books  was  a  very  early  passion  of  his  life, 
but  the  beauty  of  nature  and  his  natural  talent 
for  living  kept  his  reading  from  making  him 
one-sided.  He  has  never  lost  sight  of  humanity. 
His  motto  today  is,  "Don't  look  back  in  the 
hope  of  gaining  complacent  self-respect  from 
the  road  you  have  traversed."  He  never  knows 
how  to  refuse  a  kindly  act  no  matter  what 
the  cost  to  himself.  He  has  great  ideals,  among 
them  the  beautiful  lines  from  Micah:  ".  .  .  to 
do  justly,  and  to  love  mercy,  and  to  walk 
humbly  with  thy  God."  (Micah  6:8). 

Levi  Edgar  Young  was  born  at  Salt  Lake 
City,  February  2,  1874,  the  son  of  Seymour  B. 
and  Ann  Elizabeth  Riter  Young.  His  mother 
was  the  daughter  of  Levi  Evans  Riter  and 
Rebecca  Dilworth.  He  was  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Utah  in  1895,  and  imme- 
diately upon  graduation,  began  a  career  as  a 
professional  scholar  and  teacher. 

In  1898  he  entered  Harvard  University,  and 
there  followed  a  glorious  season  of  study,  and 


upon  returning  to  Salt  Lake  City  in  1899,  Presi- 
dent Young  was  appointed  assistant  in  the  de- 
partment of  history  at  the  University  of  Utah. 
Thus  began  an  association,  extending  over 
forty  years,  of  professional  service  at  his  state 
university,  and  he  has  continued  this  service 
since  his  retirement  as  head  of  the  department 
of  history  and  political  science  in  1939. 

Meanwhile,  the  young  man's  life  had  been 
filled  with  busy  Church  activity.  On  June  18, 
1897,  he  was  ordained  to  the  office  of  seventy 
under  the  hands  of  his  father.  President  Sey- 
mour B.  Young.  After  two  years  at  the  Univer- 
sity, in  1901,  he  was  called  to  Germany  on  a 
mission,  labouring  in  Dresden  and  Leipzig 
for  that  year. 

In  December,  1901,  President  Francis  M. 
Lyman,  presiding  officer  of  the  European  Mis- 
sion, called  a  great  missionary  conference  in 
Berlin.  As  a  consequence,  in  June,  1902,  Elder 
Levi  Edgar  Young  was  called  to  serve  as 
president  of  the  Swiss  Mission  for  the  Church, 
with  the  headquarters  at  Zurich,  Switzerland. 
The  mission  area  embraced  the  south  of  France 
and  northern  Italy  in  addition  to  Switzerland 
and  Austria.  Here,  one  of  the  youngest  mis- 
sion presidents  of  the  restoration  era,  he  con- 
ducted the  affairs  of  the  organized  branches 
of  the  Church,  including  the  activities  of  a  con- 
tingency of  missionaries,  sixty  or  more  in  the 
field  from  time  to  time. 

Returning  from  his  mission  in  1904,  he  re- 
sumed his  work  in  the  department  of  history 
at  the  University.  June  12,  1907,  he  married 
Valeria  Brinton.  Sister  Young  has  richly  com- 
plemented her  husband's  talents  and  has  made 
the  Young  home  a  place  of  serene  and  lovely 
memory  to  all  who  have  crossed  its  threshold. 
The  Young's  have  three  lovely  daughters, 
Harriet  (Mrs.  Mitchell  Kline),  Jane  Seymour 
(Mrs.  Rulon  Wells  Rawson).  and  Eleanor  (Mrs. 
Harris  O.  Van  Orden). 

He  was  ordained  to  the  First  Council  of 
Seventy  January  23,  1910.  As  one  visits  the 
Senior  President  of  this  council  today,  one  is 
impressed  with  his  many  interests  and  accom- 
plishments. His  personal  library  of  ancient 
and  modern  classics  and  Church  works  mir- 
rors the  same.     Among  them  all,  the  memory 
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SWISS  TEMPLE  DEDICATION 
CEREMONIES  SCHEDULED 

FOR  SEPT.  11;  PRES.  MCKAY 
TO   GIVE  ADDRESS,  PRAYER: 

Dedication  of  the  Swiss  Temple 
has  been  officially  set  for  Sun- 
day, Sept.  11,  1955,  according  to 
announcement  of  the  First 
Presidency. 

The  dedication  will  be  held 
over  a  period  of  several  days  to 
accommodate  the  large  number 
of  Latter-day  Saints  in  Europe 
who  will  be  invited  to  the  exer- 
cises. It  is  not  yet  determined, 
according  to  President  David  O. 
McKay,  whether  the  other  days 
of  the  dedicatory  services  will 
precede  or  follow  the  official 
dedication  on  Sept.    11. 

The  temple  will  be  dedicated 
by  President  McKay.  He  will 
head  a  group  of  the  General 
Authorities  and  others  who  are 
to  attend  the  exercises. 

Also  in  attendance  at  the 
official  services  Sept.  11,  will  be 
the  400  members  and  officers  of 
the  Tabernacle  Choir.  The 
singers  will  be  on  tour  of  Europe 
presenting  a  score  of  concerts. 
They  will  present  a  public  con- 
cert in  Bern,  Switzerland,  on 
Saturday,  Sept.  10,  and  will  sing 
at  the  dedicatory  services  the 
following  day. 

The  temple  at  Bern  is  nearing 
completion,  and  will  be  ready 
for  the  dedicatory  services  on 
that  date.  This  is  the  report 
brought  to  Salt  Lake  City  last 
week  by  Edward  O.  Anderson, 
supervising  temple  architect  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Temple.  It  was 
also  reported  that  the  temple  in 
Switzerland  is  attracting  wide 
attention  and  many  visitors  are 
coming  to  the  site.  A  total  of 
841  visitors  were  registered  on 
one  Sunday  recently. 

Elder  Anderson  reported  satis- 
factory progress  was  being  made 


toward  start  of  construction  on 
the  British  Temple.  He  conferred 
with  Sir  Thomas  Bennett,  Lon- 
don, who  is  supervising  architect 
of  the  temple. 

It  was  indicated  last  week  by 
President  McKay  that  the  de- 
sign of  the  British  Temple  will 
be  the  one  used  for  the  new 
temple  to  be  erected  in  New 
Zealand. 

MEMBERSHIP  NEARLY 
TRIPLES  IN  10  YEARS:  Statis- 
tics reported  by  Elbert  R.  Cur- 
tis at  the  June  Conference  of 
youth  leaders  held  in  the  Taber- 
nacle on  Temple  Square,  June 
10,  1955.  Ten  years  ago  the 
Young  Men's  organization  num- 
bered 49,369.  It  has  nearly 
tripled  in  ten  years — to  be  exact, 
2.8  times  as  many  enrolled  as  10 
years  ago.  The  Mutual  people 
last  year  held  82,355  regular 
M.I.A.  meetings,  and  if  you  add 
the  prayer  meeting,  and  the 
ward  board  meetings,  the  leader- 
ship meetings,  executive  meet- 
ings, and  the  like,  the  total  goes 
up  to  nearly  200,000  meetings. 

It  is  impressive  to  note  that 
they  held  12,000  dances;  that 
49,730  boys  and  girls  participated 
in  plays;  64.000  boys  and  girls  in 
choruses;  another  15,500  in  an 
instrumental  way;  that  99,000 
took  part  in  the  giving  of  talks 
and  stories  and  debates  and 
readings.

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SEEK  YE  KNOWLEDGE"

OF  THE  FIRST  COUNCIL  OF  THE  SEVENTY 


President  McKay;  brethren  and  sisters:  We 
have  had  a  number  of  visitors  today,  many  of 
whom  were  Methodists  who  came  from 
Australia.  They  seemed  to  be  pleased  with 
their  visit  to  this  building  and  what  they 
heard.  There  is  now  in  the  congregation  the 
superintendent  of  schools  of  Copenhagen, 
Denmark.  With  him  are  others  from  that 
country.  We  remember  well  of  being  in  your 
city  and  visiting  the  university  that  you 
represent.  You  graduated  from  there,  you 
tell  me,  and  we  recall  that  above  the  gates  of 
your  campus  there  is  a  great  eagle  done  in 
bronze,  something  like  our  eagle  on  the  Eagle 
Gate,  just  east  of  here.  Underneath  your 
bronze  eagle  is  a  Latin  expression  which  I 
recall.  It  runs  coelestem  adspicit  lucem.  The 
eagle  is  looking  toward  the  celestial  light  and 
this  recalls  the  real  motive,  why  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  are  meeting  in  this  building  today. 
I  may  say  to  you  that  we  are  looking  toward 
the  celestial  light  and  this  expression  comes 
to  me  as  I  recall  the  beautiful  eagle  and  the 
Latin  expression  that  you  know  so  well. 

When  the  general  conference  comes  around, 
we  note  that  the  Relief  Society  of  the  Church 
has  its  meetings  with  the  sisters  who  come 
from  all  parts  of  the  world  where  there  are 
members,  most  of  whom  are  mothers  in  this 
great  organization.  The  mothers  have  played 
a  great  part  in  our  history,  for  they  have  given 
birth  and  reared  men  who  have  been 
honoured  by  the  priesthood  of  God.  How 
they  have  preserved  the  sacredness  of  family 
life!  You  recall  with  proud  appreciation  the 
pioneer  mother  on  the  Seagull  Monument 
here,  a  masterpiece  of  Mahonri  Young.  The 
figure  of  the  mother  expresses  dignity,  energy, 
tenderness,  and  endurance.  The  face  is  a 
familiar  type  of  character  and  gentleness, 
which  give  it  a  certain  aloofness.  The  in- 
fluence of  the  monument  is  one  of  deep 
thought  and  faith  in  life  and  God.  Benjamin 
Ide  Wheeler  wrote  these  words  concerning  the 
pioneer  mother: 

Over  rude  paths  beset  with  hunger  and  risk, 
she  pressed  on  toward  the  vision  of  a  better 
country.  To  an  assemblage  of  men  busy  with 
the  perishable  rewards  of  the  day,  she  brought 
the   threefold   leaven    of   enduring   society   — 


faith,  gentleness,   and  home,   with  the  nurture 
of  children. 

Though  I  speak  to  the  seventies  during  the 
few  minutes  1  have  to  give  a  message,  I  realize 
that  whatever  truth  is  uttered  is  a  lesson  to  all 
the  brethren  holding  the  priesthood  of  Gcd. 
The  seventies  have  a  specific  calling  which 
none  of  us  can  forget. 

Taking  their  name  from  the  number  of  our 
Lord's  disciples,  the  seventies  form  the  central 
council  for  the  missionary  activity  of  the 
Church.  From  the  beginning  of  their  organi- 
zation in  1835,  the  seventies  have  felt  the  need 
for  a  complete  reference  library,  and  in  Times 
and  Seasons,  January  1,  1845,  the  following 
item  was  published : 

Among  the  improvements  going  forward  in 
this  city  (of  Nauvoo),  none  merit  higher 
praise,  than  the  Seventies'  Library.  The  con- 
cern has  been  commenced  on  a  footing  and 
scale,  broad  enough  to  embrace  the  arts  and 
sciences  everywhere,  so  that  the  Seventies' 
while  travelling  over  the  face  of  the  globe, 
as  the  Lord's  "Regular  Soldiers,"  can  gather 
all  the  curious  things,  both  natural  and  artifi- 
cial, with  all  the  knowledge,  inventions,  and 
wonderful  specimens  of  genius  that  have  been 
gracing  the  world  for  almost  six  thousands 
years  .  .  .  (forming)  the  foundations  for  the 
best  library  in  the  world.  (Times  and  Seasons, 
v.    762). 

After  the  destruction  of  Nauvoo,  the 
dreams  of  the  people  were  never  lost,  and  on 
April  7,  1851,  we  read  in  the  fifth  general 
epistle  of  the  Church,  describing  Salt  Lake 
City,  the  following: 

On  November  21th,  the  quorum  of  Seven- 
ties in  conference  assembled,  agreed  to  erect 
an  extensive  rotunda  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City, 
to  be  called  the  "Seventies'  Hall  of  Science," 
and  Joseph  Young,  their  president,  was 
appointed  trustee  and  superintendent  of  the 
work. 

Truman  O.  Angell,  the  architect  of  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple,  was  commissioned  to  draw  the 
plans  for  the  building.  The  large  drawing 
that  was  made  by  Elder  Angell  was  found 
many  years  later  and  was  photographed  and 
produced  in  an  article  published  by  the  Utah 
State  Historical  Review  in  July  1946.

a  Had  the  project  been  carried  through,  the 
structure  would  have  possessed  unusual  archi- 
tectural interest.  It  had  majesty  and  beauty 
that  surpassed  any  building  of  its  kind  on  the 
American  frontier  in  originality  and  dignity. 
It  was  designed  to  be  the  repository  not  only 
of  the  seventies'  library,  but  also  for  the 
library  brought  to  Utah  in  1851.  Owing  to 
the  poverty  of  the  people  who  were  just 
beginning  to  establish  their  homes,  President 
Brigham  Young  prevailed  upon  his  brother 
Joseph,  president  of  the  seventies,  not  to  build 
it  for  some  years  to  come.  For  this  reason, 
the  edifice  was  never  started.  The  seventies 
continued  collecting  books,  however,  and  they 
soon  had  a  fine  library  of  the  modern  and 
ancient  classics  of  literature.  Among  these 
books  were : 

The  Holy  Bible,  the  Works  of  John  Locke, 
the  Germania  of  Tacitus,  Goethe's  Faust, 
History  of  the  Holy  Land,  Paley's  Natural 
Theology,  Bunyon's  Pilgrim's  Progress, 
Commodore  Perry's  Japan  Expedition,  Testa- 
ment of  the  Twelve  Patriarchs,  Wonders  of 
Nature  by  Josiah  Priest,  Ainsworth's  Latin 
Dictionary,  Hackenberg's  Greek  Grammar, 
Southey's  Lord  Nelson,  Marco  Polo's  Travels, 
Charles  Darwin's  Voyage  of  a  Naturalist. 

These  few  titles  mentioned  indicate  the 
types  of  history  and  literature  that  the  seven- 
ties were  bringing  together.  The  lesson  of 
what  such  books  contain  will  ever  be  truths 
that  we  should  remember.  The  literature  of 
the  ages  that  has  been  preserved,  conveys  the 
thought  that  men  had  knowledge  of  great 
truths  that  have  influenced  humanity  and 
have  brought  the  civilization  we  have  today. 
I  recall  that  at  the  close  of  a  lecture  of  William 
James  at  Harvard  University,  the  learned 
philosopher  uttered  these  words: 

/  have  had  much  comfort  lately  in  medi- 
tating on  the  passages  which  show  the 
personality  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  his  dis- 
tinctness from  the  Father  and  the  Son.  It  is 
a  subject  that  requires  searching  into  to  find 
out,  but  when  realized,  gives  one  so  much 
more  true  and  lively  a  sense  of  the  fullness  of 
the  Godhead,  and  its  work  in  us,  than  when 
only  thinking  of  the  Spirit  in  its  effect  upon 
us. 

President  Brigham  Young  issued  the  follow- 
ing in  1850: 

It  is  very  desirable  that  all  the  Saints 
should  improve  every  opportunity  of  securing 
at  least  a  copy  of  every  valuable  treatise  on 
education — every  book,  map,  chart,  or  dia- 
gram that  may  contain  interesting,  useful,  and 
attractive  matter,  to  gain  the  attention  of 
children   and  cause   them  to   love  to   learn   to 


read;  and  also  every  historical,  mathematical, 
philosophical,  georaphical,  geological,  astro- 
nomical, scientific,  practical,  and  all  other 
variety  of  useful  and  interesting  writing,  maps, 
etc.,  to  present  to  the  general  church  recorder 
when  they  shall  arrive  at  their  destination, 
from  which  important  and  interesting  matter 
may  be  gleaned  to  compile  the  most  valuable 
works  on  every  science  and  subject,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  rising  generation.  We  have  a 
printing  press,  and  any  one  who  can  take  good 
printing  or  writing  paper  to  the  valley  will  be 
blessing  themselves  and  the  church.  We  also 
want  all  kinds  of  mathematical  instruments, 
together  with  all  rare  specimens  of  natural 
curiosities  and  works  of  art  that  can  be 
gathered. 

Seldom  can  one  read  a  sentence  that  ex- 
presses a  more  thoughtful  ideal  than  the  one 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  gave  us  when  he 
wrote : 

And  as  all  have  not  faith,  seek  ye  diligently 
and  teach  one  another  words  of  wisdom;  yea, 
seek  ye  out  of  the  best  books  words  of  wis- 
dom; seek  learning  even  by  study  and  also  by 
faith.    (D.  and  C.  88:    118). 

It  is  a  beautiful  concept,  for  good  books  on 
history  and  fine  literary  writings  given  us  the 
great  discoverers  and  interpreters  of  life.  They 
take  us  into  an  intellectual  world  and  lend 
themselves  to  our  uses  and  give  themselves 
joyfully  to  our  companionship.  Nothing  is 
more  gratifying  and  inspiring  in  our  intellec- 
tual lives  than  the  lessons  given  by  good 
books,  and  by  good  books  we  mean  the  best 
of  the  world's  literature.  As  we  study  the 
history  of  the  early-day  missionaries  of  the 
Church,  we  find  them  men  of  books. 

In  the  prayer  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith 
offered  at  the  dedication  of  the  temple  at  Kirt- 
land,  Ohio,  March  27,  1836,  are  these  words: 

And  do  thou  grant,  Holy  Father,  that  all 
those  who  shall  worship  in  this  house  may  be 
taught  words  of  wisdom  out  of  the  best  books, 
and  that  they  may  seek  learning  even  by  study, 
and  also  by  faith,  as  thou  hast  said.  (Ibid., 
109:14). 

We  are  living  in  an  age  of  books,  written 
on  all  subjects  and  from  many  viewpoints.  To 
train  ourselves  to  seek  knowledge  out  of  the 
best  books  is  an  admonition  that  we  should 
carefully  and  most  sincerely  remember.  To 
know  what  good  books  are  is  an  art.  Anv 
missionary  can  have  a  list  of  the  world's  best 
literature  from  people  who  know  what  good 
literature  is.  Learn  to  read  the  best,  however, 
and  in  time  the  gospel  will  become  a  field  of

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immortal  thoughts.  '"The  beauty  of  a  great 
book,"  says  Emerson,  "is  the  beauty  of  one's 
own  mind."  Think  for  a  moment  of  the 
Holy  Bible. 

The  Book  of  Genesis  stands  indeed  at  the 
head  of  the  literature  of  the  world.  It  is  more 
recent  than  some  of  the  writings  of  Chaldea 
or  Egypt  which  have  come  down  to  us,  and 
is  incomparably  the  noblest  composition  of 
early  ages,  in  its  moral  and  spiritual  characte- 
ristics.    (Geikie.   Hours  with  the  Bible). 

However  highly  we  may  estimate  the  scienti- 
fic, philosophic,  and  religious  genius  of  the 
narrators  of  Genesis,  I-III,  more  important  to 
us.  and  for  the  religious  instruction  of  youth, 
is  the  fact  that  they  were  men,  who  had 
surrendered  themselves  wholly  to  God,  and 
who  had  derived  their  knowledge  from  Him. 
(Rudolph  Kittel  of  Leipsig  University.  Scienti- 
fic Study  of  the  Old  Testament). 

"The  first  leaf  of  the  Mosaic  record,"  says 
Jean  Paul,  "has  more  weight  than  all  the  folios 
of  men  of  science  and  philosophers."  .  .  . 
"And  he  is  right,"  says  Geikie,  "for  we  owe 
to  it,  the  earliest  and  grandest  revelation  of 
that  first  principle  of  all  religion — the  exist- 
ence, the  unity,  the  personality,  and  the  moral 
government  of  God." 

Every  student  of  Church  history  knows 
about  the  high  school  established  in  the  Kirt- 
land  Temple.  The  students  were  taught 
English  by  reading  the  best  literature  and  the 
ancient  classics.  The  principal  of  the  school 
was  professor  H.  M.  Hawes.  There  were  also 
established  Hebrew,  Greek,  and  Latin  classes; 
the  professor  of  Hebrew  was  Joshua  Seixas. 
1  have  found  out  that  the  attendance  at  these 
classes  on  the  part  of  the  elders  was  very 
large,  and  we  have  from  the  records  the 
statement  of  how  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith 
attended  night  in  and  night  out  the  Hebrew 
and  Greek  classes.  He  undoubtedly  felt  and 
responded  to  the  beauty  of  these  languages, 
for  only  those  who  have  studied  Greek  and 
Latin  and  Hebrew  know  of  the  beauty  and 
richness  of  the  literature  that  has  come  down 
to  the  present  day  from  those  far-off  times. 
The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  shows  us  the 
majesty  of  the  statement,  "Seek  ye  knowledge 
out  of  the  best  books,"  (see  D.  and  C.  88: 118) 
and  Joseph  Young,  president  of  all  the  seven- 
ties in  his  day  insisted  that  the  seventies  in 
their  respective  quorums  become  students  of 
literature  and  philosophy  and  religion. 
Thousands  of  them  adopted  the  motto  that, 
"Knowledge  is  power."  The  beauty  of  this 
idea  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  concept  of  what 
knowledge  means  to  the  Latter-day  Saints  is 
this  truth  that  God  blesses  us  as  we  approach 


him  with  deep  faith  and  ask  his  blessing  in 
our  obtaining  knowledge.  Our  minds  and 
hearts  are  opened,  and  we  become  students 
in  the  true  sense  of  the  term,  for  it  is  under 
God's  direction  that  we  learn,  and  Jesus 
C  hnst  our  Redeemer  becomes  our  greatest 
teacher. 

I  wish  to  quote  to  you  in  the  words  of  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  on  what  it  means  to 
teach,  and  the  ideal  of  education  for  which 
we  should  all  strive.  They  are  words  found 
in  the  eighty-eighth  section  of  the  Doctrine 
and  Covenants: 

Teach  ye  diligently  and  my  grace  shall 
attend  you,  that  you  may  he  instructed  more 
perfectly  in  theory,  in  principle,  in  doctrine, 
in  the  law  of  the  gospel,  in  all  things  that 
pertain  unto  the  kingdom  of  God,  that  are 
expedient  for  you  to  understand. 

Of  things  both  in  heaven  and  in  the  earth, 
and  under  the  earth;  things  which  have  been, 
things  which  are,  things  which  must  shortly 
come  to  pass;  things  which  are  at  home,  things 
which  are  abroad;  the  wars  and  the  perplexi- 
ties of  the  nations,  and  the  judgments  which 
are  on  the  land;  and  a  knowledge  also  of 
countries  and  of  kingdoms.  (Ibid.,  88:   78-79). 

"I  think  I  may  safely  challenge  anyone," 
says  President  B.  H.  Roberts,  "to  point  out  a 
broader  field  of  knowledge  than  is  here  indi- 
cated. It  includes  all  spiritual  truth,  all  scien- 
tific truth,  and  all  secular  knowledge  — 
knowledge  cf  the  past,  of  the  present,  of  the 
future,  of  the  heavens  and  the  earth  .  .  ." 

In  closing  1  wish  to  quote  the  words  of 
John  Fiske,  the  historian  at  Harvard  fifty 
years  ago  who  said  to  a  class  in  history : 

The  future  is  lighted  for  us  with  the  radiant 
colours  of  hope.  Strife  and  sorrow  shall  dis- 
appear. Peace  and  love  shall  reign  supreme. 
The  dream  of  poets,  the  lesson  of  priest  and 
prophet,  the  inspiration  of  the  great  musician, 
is  confirmed  in  the  light  of  modern  knowledge 
and  as  we  gird  ourselves  up  for  the  work  of 
life,  we  may  look  forward  to  the  time  when  in 
the  truest  sense,  the  kingdoms  of  this  world 
shall  become  the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  and  He 
shall  reign  forever  and  ever,  the  King  of  kings 
and  Lord  of  Lords.

Since  his  return  from  New  England,  Presi- 
dent Young  has  served  as  president  of  the 
Utah  State  Historical  Society,  his  term  extend- 
ing over  the  great  centennial  year,  1947.  A 
beautiful  volume  that  makes  the  daily  journals 
of  some  of  the  original  pioneers  of  1847  avail- 
able to  the  reading  public  is  only  one  evidence 
of  his  presidency  of  this  society.  His  life  and 
work  as  author,  writer,  Churchman,  and  loyal 
American  citizen  have  continued  to  this  day  at 
quiet,  dignified,  but  determined  pace. 

He  has  a  profound  faith  that  religion  is  the 
only  thing  which  will  hold  this  divided  world 
to  peace  and  justice,  and  accord  salvation  to 
our  civilization.  He  has  an  appreciation  for 
men  and  for  art  in  the  broadest  sense,  and  by 
means  of  it,  an  appreciation  for  our  heritage.
